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Board moves forward to accept bids on PCHS project

It looks like the pro¬ 
posed schedule for the 
Powell County High 
School’s additions and 
renovations will continue 
after the school board’s 
decision to allow Ross- 
Tarrant Architects adver¬ 
tise for bids for the con¬ 
struction. That vote was 
unanimous during last 
week’s regular meeting of 
the Powell County School 
Board. The over four hour 
marathon session had a 
little bit of everything in 
it. 

The board heard from 
certified public accoun¬ 
tant Chris Gooch about 
he district’s audit. Gooch 
informed the board that 
the audit was completed 
and that based on his 
opinion the audit reflect¬ 
ed the information pro¬ 


vided by the school sys¬ 
tem. There appeared to 
be no abnormalities. 

The board then spent 
the next two hours lis¬ 
tening to representa¬ 
tives from the Branscum 
Construction, Codell 
Construction and The 
Walker Company. The rep¬ 
resentatives each pushed 
a plan for the district to 
hire a construction man¬ 
agement firm to oversee 
the work that is planned 
for the high school. 

The project includes 
adding classrooms to the 
west side of the school, 
on the teacher’s parking 
lot side of the building. 
There would also be a 
new band room built in 
that area, the parking 
lots would be upgraded 
and the eight small class¬ 
rooms in C Hallway would 
be renovated to be come 
six bigger rooms with 
an emphasis on better 


security for that area. Of 
course, the rooms would 
be better suited for better 
technological equipment 
as well. 

Each revealed their 
plan as to how they could 
help the district and even 
brought up ways that 
they could save money 
for the district. The major 
method of saving money 
was to allow general con¬ 
tractors bid on package 
plans to bring in a com¬ 
petitive edge and then 
choose the lowest or best 
bidder for each package. 
That could result in the 
project being completed 
under budget, according 
to all three companies. 

But that is exactly what 
Ross and Tarrant had 
also explained. However, 
the board wanted to hear 
the proposals from the 
construction companies. 
After they were done, 
John Cebert Gilbert 


and Jim Murrell of Ross 
Tarrant then addressed 
the board. 

Board chairman Donald 
Curtis asked Murrell and 
Gilbert after listening to 
all three companies what 
they thought. Murrell 
advised the board that 
under the construction 
manager plan the board 
would hire that company 
to oversee the project and 
pay them a fee. However 
under their plan bids 
would be advertised and a 
general contractor would 
bid. The general contrac¬ 
tor would put together 
packages and have sub¬ 
contractors bid on those. 
Plus on the BG-3 that 
the school system has 
to approve so the state 
can approve the project 
moving forward, Murrell 
pointed out that there 
was no fee to be paid for 
the service. 

But the most impor¬ 


tant difference, according 
to Murrell, is that under 
the manager plan that 
overseer really would not 
have much control over 
making sure the project 
was completed on sched¬ 
ule and within budget. 
Under the general con¬ 
tractor plan, the board 
would trust Ross and 
Tarrant to tell the con¬ 
tractor what had to be 
done, make sure it gets 
done and within budget. 

“If the painter goes out 
of business, then the con¬ 
tractor would have to find 
another one to get the 
job done on time and we 
would tell them it had to 
be at no extra cost to you,” 
Murrell said. He added 
that under the other pro¬ 
posals the manager could 
not make the contractor 
do that. 

Board member Diann 
Meadows asked Murrell 
why he did not like the 


construction manager 
plan. “Construction man¬ 
agers don’t manage con¬ 
struction,” he replied. 
“I have to deal with 17, 
18 or 19 bid packages 
instead of just one con¬ 
tractor. They are under 
no liability, I have to 
watch them.” Meadows 
asked if it as because they 
“watch over your shoul¬ 
der.” Murrell stated, “No, 
I have to watch them.” 
Earlier he said con¬ 
struction management 
companies would make 
approximately $200,000 
on a project of this size. 
“That is just to have a 
construction manager on 
site. They are not at risk. 
They answer to you but 
they can’t force contrac¬ 
tors to do anything.”

Court supports Sand Lick resolution

The Powell Fiscal Court 
meeting last Tuesday 
saw a huge crowd, but 
there was no real contro¬ 
versy in place as far as 
anger toward the court. 
Instead about 50 support¬ 
ers showed up to ask the 
court for help in stopping 
the federal government 
from taking away an area 
that can bring an econom¬ 
ic boost to the county. 


The area in question 
is the Sand Lick Trails, 
located in the South Fork 
Road area. For decades 
the area, which has sev¬ 
eral oil wells, has been 
used by off road enthusi¬ 
asts as a Mecca for trail 
riding their off-highway 
vehicles. But they say the 
now th forest service has 
plans to shut the area 
down. 

Jeffery Dozier spoke to 
the court members and 
the crowd about the issue. 
Dozier said that the for¬ 


est service has decided 
to spend tax money to 
fix the roads going into 
the area to cap off the oil 
wells, then decommission 
the roads and close off the 
area. Dozier stated that 
the government wanted 
to turn the area back into 
what they call a natural 
state, but in fact want¬ 
ed to make it a wetland 
area.

The event grew from cooking in 
their own kitchen the first year 
and serving 75 people to now 
using the school and fixing about 
350 meals.

As 
for leftovers, the Roses have been 
known to send those to the Powell 
County Jail and the Dessie Scott 
Children’s Home in Pine Ridge. 

But how do they afford to feed so 
many?

They also get a lot help from vol¬ 
unteers who spend part of their 
holiday helping others. The way 
a community does for those who 
need it.

Family of boy that survived meningitis considers him 'a miracle'

Some people may not 
believe in miracles while 
others may believe and 
especially around the 
Christmas holiday. For 
those who do not believe, 
then do not tell that to 
Cassandra Miller. Two 
years ago today (Dec. 20) 
she witnessed a mira¬ 
cle, as far as she is con¬ 
cerned. 

But the story goes back 
a little farther than that. 

On Oct, 20, 2010 her 
son Isaiah was about to 
enter into a life and death 
battle. The first hint of 
the brewing trouble began 
just near midnight. 

“He had a 104.7 degree 
fever, so my mom and 
I tried to break it. We 
bathed him and gave him 
Tylenol and ibuprophen,” 
Miller recalled as she 
talked about that dread¬ 
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ful day. “The fever would 
go down, but it would go 
right back up. He was 
lying on the couch crying 
and if you tried to pick 
him up he’d scream.” 

Miller and her mother, 
Lisa Meadows, put little 
Isaiah, who was just two 
years old, into their van 
and drove to the Marcum 
and Wallace Memorial 
Hospital in Irvine. 

At first doctors thought 
it may be the flu. But 


while they were changing 
his diapers they noticed 
some bumps in the diaper 
area. The doctor on call 
recognized the bumps as 
a possible indication of 
bacterial meningitis. They 
also noticed that Isaiah 
would cover his eyes with 
a blanket to shield them 
from the light, also anoth¬ 
er symptom. 

At about 5 a.m. an 
ambulance from the 
UK Children’s Hospital

Bid to name field house denied; students honored for giving to veterans

Less than 50 yards away 
from the Rodney T. Clark 
Memorial Gymnasium 
and the William T. Orme 
Court, the Powell County 
School Board decided that 
the proposal to name a 
facility after a former edu¬ 
cator would not happen. 
And if one board mem¬ 
ber has their way there 
will be no more facilities 
named after anyone. 

Nearing the three hour 
mark of a marathon four 
hour board meeting that 
discussed building con¬ 
struction and other issues, 
the board heard from 
Athletic Director Monroe 
Jones about the proposal 
to name the football field 
house after former prin¬ 
cipal and superintendent 
the late Jim Potts. 

The proposal had been 
brought before the board 
in the late fall of last 
year, but a committee was 
formed to make a recom¬ 
mendation to the board. 
The board's policy makes 
it clear that the decision 
is a board decision, but a 
committee was used any¬ 
way. 

Jones relayed the fact 
that the committee had 
voted unanimously to 
name the field house after 
Potts. However, board 
member Evelyn Faulkner 
disagreed with the rec¬ 
ommendation. 

“I don’t think we should 
name anything after any¬ 


one. These are the Powell 
County Schools,” she said. 
“What about Dr. Noss 
and Pete Thomas who 
have done so much for 
this school system? We 
can’t name every brick 
after someone. I just don’t 
think we should name 
things after people, that’s 
my thought.” 

“It is a tough decision. 
If we say yes or no we 
make someone upset,” 
Curtis said. “But we have 
to make a decision based 
on what’s right for the 
school system and for 
the community. It is not 
a reflection of whether 
we are for or against Mr. 
Potts, he was a wonderful 
man.” 

Tammy Conner, a par¬ 
ent of one of the foot¬ 
ball players that got the 
petition started for the 
naming of the facility, 
asked if she could speak. 
However, she was advised 
by Curtis that the time 
for comments had already 
passed. The school board 
placed public comments 
early in the agenda and 
then discusses other 
issues later. 

After a short discussion 
between board members, 
board attorney Donna 
Hale and the Times 
reporter about how the 
agenda is basically set up 
to where the public cannot 
comment on issues dis¬ 
cussed that night unless 
they want to discuss it 
before the item comes 
up before the board, the 
board was ready to vote. 


Faulkner made the 
motion to not name the 
building after Potts. 
Board member Marty 
Burton seconded it and 
all five members voted 
to not name the building 
after the former educa¬ 
tor. 

The board did have 
some easier topics to han¬ 
dle earlier in the meeting. 
The board also honored 
two high school students 
for organizing elementary 
school students to make 
Christmas cards for vet¬ 
erans at the Thompson- 
Hood Veteran Center in 
Wilmore, 

Josh Spencer and 
Michael Helton were 
recognized for their 
efforts. The two helped 
the younger kids make 
enough cards to give each 
of the over 250 veterans 
at the center seven cards 
each. 

Spencer and Helton 
surprised the board by 
having certificates to give 
to each of the schools to 
shoe their appreciation for 
the help. Superintendent 
Mike Tate thanked the 
two young men and said 
he would make sure the 
schools received their cer¬ 
tificates. 

The board heard from 
Kenny Rice in a dialogue 
session about the alter¬ 
native school. Rice told 
the board that last year’s 
enrollment was 49. “That 
is the lowest we have had 
since my first year there,” 
Rice said. The school is 
used as an alternative 


educational facility where 
students who may have 
gotten into trouble can 
still continue their educa¬ 
tion. 

Rice said that 11 of the 
students that graduated 
in May had gone through 
the program at some 
time. He also said that 17 
students who had been 
through the program 
received their GED and 
there was one drop out. 
He also told the board 
that the current atten¬ 
dance percentage at the 
facility is 90 percent. 

Debbi Rose, the dis¬ 
trict’s migrant program 
director, told the board 
that she was now focusing 
on a grant for preschool 
students. Rose has to deal 
with kids who may not 
stay in one location long 
or are considered home¬ 
less. That could mean 
they live with extended 
family and do not have a 
family home of their own 
or are literally homeless. 
Rose explained that she 
had one family that was 
living in a barn and there 
was one who lived out of 
a truck. 

“This community really 
rallies around and helps 
when it can and they way 
this community reaches 
out is phenomenal,” Rose 
said. She is working with 
the lowest budget she 
had been given through 
the state in years, but 
has an action plan to help 
more with reading and 
math, college readiness 
and dropout prevention. 


Transportation direc¬ 
tor Earnie Smallwood 
advised the board on how 
the buses were running 
and the fact that they 
run 29 routes each day. 
Smallwood told the board 
that they buses drove over 
300,000 miles last year 
and used some 43,000 
gallons of fuel. He also 
thanked the board for the 
new bus that was recently 
ordered. It should join the 
fleet in May and the new 
digital radios are now in 
place in each bus. 

As for Career Technical 
Education, which helps 
students prepare for work 
after school graduation 
through learning skill 
now, Smallwood told the 
board that he would like 
to see more of those types 
of programs. He explained 
that he works with a bud¬ 
get that includes some 
money from the state and 
though a Pell Grant to 
run the programs. The 
programs help students 
to learn a skill that can 
be used in the workforce. 

The board also approved 
four items on their con¬ 
sent agenda as well as 
the annual overnight trip 
for the eighth graders to 
Pigeon Forge. Faulkner 
stated that she wanted 
to make sure that every 
student got to go and that 
there should be no rule 
changes a couple weeks 
before to stop students 
from going. 

“If they do something 
then discipline them at 
school, but let them go on 


the trip,” Faulkner said. 
Burton agreed with the 
philosophy of using the 
trip as a way to have bet¬ 
ter behavior. “Trips are 
earned,” Burton stated. 

Faulkner said she 
wanted to make sure that 
the criteria to be able to 
go on the trip be writ¬ 
ten down and there be no 
rule changes two weeks 
before the trip. After a 
brief discussion board 
Diann Meadows made 
the motion to approve 
the trip. It was seconded 
by board member David 
Griffin and was approved 
with a 5-0 vote. 

The board ended the 
meeting by going into a 
closed session to discuss 
student issues and litiga¬ 
tion. The student issue 
involved three students 
who had completed the 
criteria for early gradu¬ 
ation. The board agreed 
to allow them to gradu¬ 
ate early. The other issue, 
though not stated by the 
board, was presumably 
about the current lawsuit 
filed by a student’s fam¬ 
ily after that student was 
injured in a fight at the 
high school. There was 
no action taken on that 
matter. 

The next school board 
meeting is set to be 
held on Jan. 14. A that 
time the new chairman, 
expected to be Burton as 
he is next on the rotation, 
will be voted in as the 
new chairman.

as she showed the pic¬ 
tures to the Times. “They 
said he was trying to 
bleed out.” 

Doctors told the family 
that he only had about a 
47 percent of surviving. 
The stress was worsened 
as Miller was also preg¬ 
nant with her third child. 

The word spread quick¬ 
ly back in Powell County. 
Powell County officials 
were notified after UK 
provided some treat¬ 
ment for those in close 
proximity to the patient. 
Isaiah was a student at 
the Powell County Head 
Start Center. 

Meanwhile, they could 
not see him until about 
11 a.m. The doctors told 
them they were not sure 
if he would make it or 
not. They decided to try 
a few medical procedures 
and if they did not work, 
there was nothing more 
they could do. 

One procedure kept 
him as cold as possible 
while they literally tried 
to replace his blood with 
a new supply, according to 
Miller. He was already on 
a respirator and eventu¬ 
ally a tracheotomy would 


be used as well. 

The wait was excruciat¬ 
ing. Even more so when 
the doctors had to report 
that during the procedure 
he was clinically listed 
as having died for three 
minutes and suffered a 
stroke. The lungs and 
kidneys were feared to 
be damaged, as was his 
brain. Isaiah was kept in 
a medically induced coma 
to try to aid in his recov¬ 
ery. 

Slowly he started to 
improve. The patches 
started to go away and 
swelling from where his 
kidneys would not func¬ 
tion was gone. After 
about four weeks he was 
able to move around. So 
much so the doctors at 
UK sent him to Cardinal 
Hill to receive some phys¬ 
ical therapy. At the age of 
two, Isaiah would have to 
learn to walk, eat, talk, 
basically how to do every¬ 
thing all over again. 

Three weeks later, even 
though doctors and thera¬ 
pists had doubts about 
Isaiah walking again, he 
was able to go home. The 
date was Dec. 20, 2010. 

“He came home and he 
would stand up and push 


his older brother around 
on a cart,” Miller said. 
“My baby was getting bet¬ 
ter.” 

Two years later, though 
he may not smile a lot 
around strangers, Isaiah 
enjoys life, his mother 
said. “Everything is OK, 
he is doing well,” Miller 
added. “He is our mira¬ 
cle.” 

Miller and Meadows 
both said they had not 
heard much about menin¬ 
gitis. “We'd hear an occa¬ 
sional commercial about 
it, but not much else,” 
Meadows stated. “We 
want parents to be aware 
of this disease and make 
sure their kids get the 
shots they need. Or even 
just to know what the 
symptoms are and to get 
help quickly.” 

Symptoms you want to 
watch for are high fever, 
headaches, and an inabil¬ 
ity to lower your chin to 
your chest due to stiff¬ 
ness in the neck. In older 
children and adults, you 
may see confusion, irrita¬ 
bility, increasing drowsi¬ 
ness. Seizures and stroke 
may occur. 

In young children, the 
fever may cause vomiting 
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and they may refuse to 
eat. Young children may 
become very irritable 
and cry. There may be 
seizures. Also, because 
the fluid around the skull 
may become blocked their 
heads may swell. 

The onset of symptoms 
is fast, within 24 hours. If 
allowed to progress, one 
can die from bacterial 
meningitis. 

“Most importantly he is 
OK and he calls the little 
scars he has from where 
those patches were 'angel 
kisses,” Meadows said. 
“He is our little miracle 
and he is covered with 
angel kisses to prove it.” 

Miracles come in all 
shapes and sizes. This 
time it came in the shape 
of a little boy named 
Isaiah. Miller made a 
scrap book filled with pic¬ 
tures, copies of medical 
staff I.D. cards, even let¬ 
ters she and other family 
members wrote to him 
while he was sick. It is 
something he can look at 
later in life and under¬ 
stand more about how 
big of a miracle he is to 
his family. A Christmas 
miracle indeed.

The classic letter: 

Yes, Virginia, there is 
a Santa Claus 



The classic story and 
editorial you are about 
to read is one of our 
favorites when it comes 
to Christmas. The story 
is timeless and the truth 
behind it so real today. 

According to the web¬ 
site, lettersofnote.com, the 
story behind one of the 
most famous letters of all 
time went something like 
this. We hope you enjoy it 
and may you all have a 
Merry Christmas! 

“In 1897, on the advice 
of her father, eight-year- 
old Virginia O'Hanlon 
wrote a short letter to 
the editor of New York's 
now-defunct newspaper 
The Sun in which she 
sought confirmation of 
Santa Claus' existence. 
In response, Francis 
Pharcellus Church pub¬ 
lished an editorial - enti¬ 
tled Ts There a Santa 
Claus' - which went on to 
become, and is still, the 
most reprinted English 
language editorial in his¬ 
tory. Interestingly, in 1997 
Virginia's great-grandson 
appeared with the letter on 
the Antiques Roadshow, 
where it was valued at 
$20,000 - $30,000. Here is 
that letter: 

Dear Editor, 

I am eight years old. 
Some of my little friends 
say there is no Santa 
Claus. Papa says “If you 
see it in the Sun it’s so.” 
Please tell me the truth, 


is there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O’Hanlon. 
115 W.95th St 

Answer: 

VIRGINIA, your little 
friends are wrong. They 
have been affected by the 
skepticism of a skeptical 
age. They do not believe 
except [what] they see. 

They think that noth¬ 
ing can be which is not 
comprehensible by their 
little minds. 

All minds, Virginia, 
whether they be men’s 
or children’s, are little. 
In this great universe of 
ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as 
compared with the bound¬ 
less world about him, as 
measured by the intelli¬ 
gence capable of grasping 
the whole of truth and 
knowledge. 

Yes, VIRGINIA, there is 
a Santa Claus. He exists 
as certainly as love and 
generosity and devotion 
exist, and you know that 
they abound and give to 
your life its highest beau¬ 
ty and joy. 

Alas! how dreary would 
be the world if there were 
no Santa Claus. 

It would be as drea¬ 
ry as if there were no 
VIRGINIAS. There would 
be no childlike faith then, 
no poetry, no romance to 
make tolerable this exis¬ 
tence. We should have 
no enjoyment, except in 
sense and sight. 

The eternal light with 


which childhood fills the 
world would be extin¬ 
guished. 

Not believe in Santa 
Claus! You might as well 
not believe in fairies! 

You might get your 
papa to hire men to watch 
in all the chimneys on 
Christmas Eve to catch 
Santa Claus, but even if 
they did not see Santa 
Claus coming down, what 
would that prove? Nobody 
sees Santa Claus, but that 
is no sign that there is no 
Santa Claus.

Of course not, but that’s 
no proof that they are not 
there. 

Nobody can conceive or 
imagine all the wonders 
there are unseen and 
unseeable in the world. 

You may tear apart the 
baby’s rattle and see what 
makes the noise inside, 
but there is a veil cov¬ 
ering the unseen world 
which not the strongest 
man, nor even the united 
strength of all the stron¬ 
gest men that ever lived, 
could tear apart.

To some people, the word “cancer” has no meaning. 
For these fortunate few, this disease has left no void 
in their lives; it is nothing but a foreign dictator, kill¬ 
ing thousands in a distant country. As for me and my 
family, we know the disease, and its repercussions, all 
too well. 

On both my mother and father’s side cancer of all 
kinds has crept up and taken those who we love most. 
It leaves the bed that will never be slept in, the din¬ 
ner mat that will never be placed on the table, and 
the closet full of clothes that will never be worn again. 
Over the years numerous great-aunts, uncles, and 
cousins were taken, but never anyone immediate. No 
parents, grandparents, or siblings had been touched, 
but all of that was about to change. I didn’t know 
it then, but I was about to start fighting the biggest 
internal battle of my life. 

When my mother told me Granddad had stomach 
cancer and he had less than six months to live, I felt 
a coldness come over me and no matter how I tried, 
I couldn’t warm it. As the weeks passed, a man I 
thought could do anything was reduced to nothing. I 
was accustomed to seeing him building fences, land¬ 
scaping, and camping in the brush of the Red River 
Gorge, not lying in bed with feeding tubes and sucking 


on ice. I’d walk into his room and sit by his hospital 
bed and ask how he was, knowing his pain was abun¬ 
dant. Instead of complaining he would just smile and 
whisper, “I’m on top of the world.” 

His deterioration continued until June, when he lost 
his battle. I was sleeping in the room next to his with 
my little brother when mom came in and told us it 
was time to say our goodbyes. Numbness overtook my 
body as I walked into this room, bent over the bed, and 
kissed his forehead. A few moments passed and he 
was gone, saving his final breath for my Grandmother 
to give her husband a last embrace. 

The days that followed were a blur of tears, black 
suits, and flowers. The coldness I had felt when 
mom told me Granddad was dying found a vacancy 
in my heart, and had plans of becoming a permanent 
resident. Childhood memories of time spent with him 
flooded my mind in painful waves, sometimes taking 
the breath right out of my lungs. The sadness I felt 
for my loss turned into a blinding anger, and that 
anger was pointed at God. The merciful and loving 
God I was taught about behind the wooden desks of 
Sunday school would not have taken Granddad away 
from me, because of this I lost all faith that had ever 
been instilled in me. 

Because my faith was so badly shaken, I began to 
draw away from my family. While they came together 
and looked to God for comfort, I was in the back¬ 
ground, deciding to waste none of my time on prayer. 
Being at home, I was only surrounded by grief, so I 
began to find excuses to stay away from home. The 
majority of the time I just drove, listening to music 
and watching the sky turn from blue, to pink, to black. 
I hoped in vain that the warm July wind would blow 
through my car on those back roads and warm my 
heart, but still I found no peace of mind. 

One evening while visiting my Grandma, I began 
going through the different articles on Granddad’s 
bookshelf. I skimmed photo albums and flipped 
through the pages of his favorite books, until I came 
upon a journal. As small and seemingly inconsequen¬ 
tial as it was, this book was going to prove to by my 
salvation. Inside this journal, I recognized the almost

ineligible handwriting of my Granddad. As soon as 
I began reading, I was captivated. My Granddad 
had documented every visitor, every ailment, and 
every thought during his last few weeks of life. He 
explained that he was ready to leave this life and 
begin the next chapter of his journey. I realized that 
if a man who had gone through so much pain had no 
complaints and no bitterness in his heart, I had no 
right to hold a grudge against God. 

In that moment I prayed for forgiveness because 
of my ignorance and turning my back on my faith 
at the most crucial of times. When I was done, I felt 
relieved and the coldness that had found refuge in my 
heart so many weeks before finally began to warm. 
In my ignorance I had thought because I wanted God 
to keep Granddad alive that He would. I now con¬ 
tribute these thoughts with the fact that I had a very 
charmed childhood, and would receive anything I ever 
asked for. I now believe that’s why, when Granddad 
was taken, I became angry with God, I was blaming 
him for me not getting my way. Deep down, I knew 
the way I was acting was only going to make my pain 
more profound, but I was extremely stubborn and 
unwilling to change the way I felt. 

A little over a year has passed since my Granddad 
left this world, and some days the reality of his death 
still doesn’t seem real, but when I get that old familiar 
sting of tears behind my eyes, I smile and remember 
that he is “on top of the world” and thanks to his cour¬ 
age, so am I. 
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Guest Column: Sand Lick can be beneficial to local economy

About 50 people showed up at the Powell County Fiscal Court meeting last Tuesday 
to show their support for the Salt Lick area on South Fork. The area has been used 
for off-highway vehicles for decades, but now the forest service has other plans for 
the area. The supporters say that the trails bring in a lot of tourist and tourism dollars 
to the area and are asking the county, and the public, to chime in their support.

Sand Lick Fork is a 
14,000 acre tract of fed¬ 
erally owned land with a 
history of oil extraction 
and recreation, located 
in Powell County This 
tract of land has over 20 
miles of rustic and scenic 
roads as a result of the oil 
extraction. These roads 
are enjoyed and support¬ 
ed by the public and have 
been for many decades. 
This multiuse recre¬ 
ational area has become 
an important part of the 
local economy 

The United States 
Forest Service (USFS) 
publishes motor vehicle 
use maps for recreation 
annually. Sand Lick Fork 
has multiple roads open 
to high clearance, high¬ 
way legal vehicles. This 
OHV (off highway vehi¬ 
cle) map directs the pub¬ 
lic into the county from 


abroad, bringing econom¬ 
ic input from this type of 
recreation. 

The USFS has recent¬ 
ly proposed a project for 
March 2013, which ulti¬ 
mately decommissions all 
of the roads in the Sand 
Lick Fork and eliminates 
this opportunity for OHV 
enthusiasts. State fund¬ 
ing is being used to actu¬ 
ally improve the roads in 
order to cap each oil well. 
Subsequently they plan to 
establish wetlands in this 
relatively dry Kentucky 
“hollow”, altering its 
natural state and disal¬ 
lowing any opportunity 
for the county or state to 
benefit from this natural 
resource. 

Similarly in 2006, with¬ 
out public comments, and 
in conjunction with the 
Sierra Club and Natural 
Bridge State Park, the 
USFS irreparably dam¬ 
aged the county road 
known as “the Narrows 
Road.” This road attract¬ 
ed national OHV events 


annually and brought 
people from around the 
nation to Powell County 
and its businesses. This 
type of action is again 
being threatened in adja¬ 
cent Sand Lick Fork. 

In 2011 the public pre¬ 
sented the USFS with 
the Sand Lick OHV 
Recreation Plan. This 
plan offered a managed 
solution by balancing 
ecological and recreation¬ 
al concerns. The USFS 
refused to include the 
plan as an alternative, 
thus denying it a public 
comment period and con¬ 
sequently ecotourism to 
Powell County 

In 2012, Powell County 
informed the USFS of its 
support of the Sand Lick 
OHV Recreation Plan. 
The USFS continues to 
deny any consideration 
for alternative actions in 
this area other than clo¬ 
sure. 

The public values the 
rugged and unique Sand 
Lick Fork Watershed. 


The USFS has proposed 
an action to destroy not 
only the natural state of 
the land but any future 
socioeconomic benefit for 
the county, state, and 
its people. The public 


deserves, at minimum, 
the right to comment on 
the public record in favor 
of the Sand Lick OHV 
Recreation Plan because 
of its substantial impact 
on a starved local econ¬ 


omy. Local community 
consideration is a guid¬ 
ing principle for USFS 
land management and 
this principle must be 
defended.

“Usually they (govern¬ 
ment) list several options 
on how they are going to 
proceed with their plans 
and wait for public com¬ 
ment,” Dozier said. “But 
this time they only have 
one option and it is their 
plan. We offered a plan so 
that the trails could stay 
open, but they said no. So 
now we ar at the stage 
where we need everyone 
to contact their local lead¬ 
ers and the forest service 
to let them know that 
there should be another 
option.” 

Dozier and sever¬ 
al people in the crowd 
talked about how Jeep 
Jamborees used to come 
through the area. Maps 
of the trails by the forest 
service seem to encour¬ 
age heir use, Dozier told 
the crowd. 

Many in the crowd, 
some from as far away as 
Cincinnati, spoke to the 
court about how they love 
coming to the area but 
more importantly that 
while they are here they 
spend their money at 
stores, restaurants and 
gas stations in the area. 

“That provides an eco¬ 
nomic boost to the area, 
much like they have in 
other places like West 
Virginia where a con¬ 
glomerate of counties 
grouped together to tie 
the trails in to bring peo¬ 
ple and help their econo¬ 
mies,” Dozer added. 

Dozier was not clear on 
how much of an impact 
that the trail riders have 
on the local economy, but 


he did say that many of 
the riders make frequent 
trips to the area. One 
member of th crowd told 
the court that he bought 
a “get-away home” in the 
area just so he could come 
here and ride. “If that 
wasn’t there, I’d have no 
reason to have a home 
here,” the unidentified 
man told the court. 

One topic especially got 
the attention of the mag¬ 
istrates. Dozier stated 
that a county road in the 
area would effective be 
shut down by the forest 
service plan. “I don’t see 
how they can shut down 
one of our roads,” magis¬ 
trate John Barker said. 

After a suggestion by 
Mike Townsend, a former 
forest service employee 
and current deputy, the 
court members agreed 
that a resolution was 
needed to let the forest 
service know of their con¬ 
cern over this issue. 

The resolution will be 
drafted and should be up 
for approval by he next 
meeting. 

In other actions the 
court approved the 
amendments to the jail’s 
policy and procedure 
manual. A recent inspec¬ 
tion of the facility found 
that they needed a better 
fire evacuation plan. That 
was passed unanimously. 

The court also approved 
a change to their own pol¬ 
icy and procedure manual 
as it pertained to the drug 
policy. Apparently the old 
policy had to be adjusted. 
However, county attorney 
Robert King advised the 


court hat he believed the 
original plan was passed 
by an ordinance. If that 
is true then the amend¬ 
ment would have to be an 
amending ordinance and 
go through two readings. 
“If it was that way and we 
pass it like this now, then 
it could be challenged at 
a later date,” King told 
the magistrates. 

The members voted 
unanimously again to 
reconsider their actions 
and allow King time to 
check on the status. 

Judge Executive James 
Anderson told the mag¬ 
istrates that he had 
appointed Josie Hollon 
to the Bluegrass ADD 
board for the county and 
that the tourism commis¬ 
sion had given the county 
their audit report. 

The court also dis¬ 
cussed the Clay City Fire 
Department’s request 
to trade in older items 
and possibly vehicles to 
allow them the chance 
to purchase equipment 
they needed. The vehicles 
in question they wish 
to trade off are titled 
to the county and Clay 
City. King advised that 
it was not surplus prop¬ 
erty if they are using it to 
purchase new. Anderson 
then advised that he 
would inform the depart¬ 
ment to look around and 
if they found what they 
needed then “we can take 
action.” 

The court also was 
advised that the county’s 
emergency operation plan 
had been completed by 
Emergency Management 


Assistant Director Mike 
Sparks. They were also 
voted to accept the bid 
by Barry Ewen to repair 
a bridge on Boone Creek. 
The replacement will run 
about $15,500. 

The magistrates 
approved moving three 
part time paramedics to 
full time status and were 
advised by EMS Director 
Brinton Epperson that 
the work was being final¬ 
ized to bring in the new 
Medical Director. He 
was identified as Dr. Joe 
Richardson. Epperson 
also addresses concern 
from Enoch Thomas who 
wanted to know why he 
had been taken off the list 
of people to call in if need¬ 
ed.. Epperson explained 
that he took Thomas off 
because, “I was trying 
to save time for the dis¬ 
patchers, they had an old 
list so we got a new list. 
But I hadn’t heard from 
you in a while.” 

The meeting ended 
with a closed session to 
discuss personnel issues. 
After about 40 minutes 
he magistrates report¬ 
ed that no action was 
taken by Anderson asked 
Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers about a car 
belonging to the county 
being driven outside of 
the county. 

“Is that Eddie’s car,” 
Rogers asked, referring 
to former EMS Director 
Eddie Barnes who is also 
a part-time deputy. “Yes. 
I’ve had calls from sev¬ 
eral citizens about it,” 
Anderson said. “I know 
it has one to Menifee

Superintendent aid he 
was comfortable using 
the same architects the 
system had been using 
for 15 years and that he 
wanted to make sure that 
there would be no cost 
cutting when it came to 
technology. The plan for 
the additions and renova¬ 
tions would also include 
making the classrooms 
better able to handle new 
technology now and in 
the future. 


Before the board voted, 
they agreed to add an 
alternate plan to the 
original one. That plan 
would replace the bleach¬ 
ers in the gym. Two rows 
in the first two sections 
on the side opposite the 
benches would have seats 
with backs on them. This 
would help make the 
bleachers more handicap 
accessible and comfort¬ 
able for older fans.

to hold 3,500. But Lively 
explained that there are 
bleachers that are never 
used until tournament 
time, so the loss would 
not be as bad as it sound¬ 
ed. 

The board voted unani¬ 
mously to go with Ross 
and Tarrant and approve 
the BG-3. That means 
that the biding process 
can be advertised through 


Jan. 31. The board would 
then approve bids on Feb. 
11 and construction could 
start by mid-March. The 
additions could then be 
tentatively completed 
by January of 2014 with 
the renovated classrooms 
being completed by late 
June or early July of the 
same year. The bleachers 
could be in place by the 
fall of 2013.

County and Winchester.” 

Rogers said he would 
take care of it. When 
asked if cars could be put 
in Rogers name he replied 
that the auditors would 
not allow that. “If they 
would, then I would have 
done that with the newer 
cars,” Rogers stated. 

The Times was con¬ 
tacted by Barnes the 
following day about the 
issue. He said that he, 
Rogers and former Judge 
Executive Jim Potts had 
a “verbal agreement” 
that they would accept 
his personal car and 
cover the insurance. As 


part of that agreement 
he was allowed to drive it 
to work and he only lets 
the county put fuel in the 
vehicle when he is per¬ 
forming deputy duties. 

“I put gas in it when 
I drive it to work and 
I have paid for all the 
maintenance on the 
vehicle. In fact I’ve spent 
$2,400 on it for main¬ 
tenance,” Barnes said. 
“If he (Anderson) would 
worry about the county 
as much as he does me, 
this county would be bet¬ 
ter off.” 

Their next scheduled 
meeting is set for Jan. 8.

Others shed tears, and 
all were silent as the story of 
Jesus’ birth was related. 

The joyous season of 
Christmas is upon us, and it 
is a special time of the year. 
At this time, we remember 


the birth of Jesus in a manger 
in Bethlehem just over two 
thousand years ago and the 
tremendous impact that hum¬ 
ble birth had, and continues 
to have, upon our world. 

The birth of Jesus split time 
into two distinct parts. One 
part we call Before Christ, 
and the other part we call 
Anno Domini (in the Year of 
our Lord). Using B. C. and A. 
D., we date everything accord¬ 
ingly. Our calendar is a silent 
witness to, and a reminder of, 
that tremendous fact. 


But there is more, much 
more. That birth impacted, 
and continues to impact, 
human life. At the present 
moment, terrorists who ter¬ 
rorize to advance their faith 
impact the world in which 
we live. But the one born in 
a manger in Bethlehem gave 
humanity another way of life. 
That way of life says, “Love 
one 

another.” Then, there can be 
“Peace on earth and good will 
among men.” That’s the true 
spirit of Christmas.

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Pirates losing streak at seven, fall to 0-3 in district

The Powell County 
Pirates have been play¬ 
ing some tough compe¬ 
tition in the last two 
weeks. The Pirates had 
lost four straight coming 
into this last week. Last 
Tuesday the Pirate were 
at home for an important 
district game against the 
Lee County Bobcats. Both 
teams needed the win to 
get back in the hunt for 
the regular season dis¬ 
trict title, 

The game would prove 
to be a classic. 

Powell jumped out to a 
11-5 lead on baskets by 
Caleb McCoy and a three 
from Trey Marcum. The 
Bobcats stormed back 
and took a 17 - 16 lead 
with their inside play. 
Powell took a one point 
lead but Lee scored seven 
of the last nine points in 
the quarter to take a 27 
- 22 at the end of the first 
quarter. 

Powell kept the game 
close in the second quar¬ 
ter with baskets by Brett 
Goodwin and John David 
Hubbard. The Pirate cut 
the lead to three points 
but Lee extended the lead 
with the help a Powell 
fouls. All five Pirate start¬ 
ers spent the last three 
minutes of the quarter 
on the bench with two 
fouls each. The bench for 
the Pirates played well 
with the help of Matt 
Brooks and Bradley 
Cornett. Lee County led 
40 - 33 at halftime. 


Powell came out of the 
break with fresh legs 
and with a basket by 
Hubbard, two free throws 
from Austin Mullins 
and three pointer from 
Marcum, the Pirates had 
tied the game at 40 - 40. 
The game went back and 
forth for the rest of the 
quarter. Powell had the 
ball with the scored still 
tied and Mullins hit a 
three at the buzzer to 
give the Pirates the lead 
at 51 - 48 after three 
quarters. 

The Pirates extended 
their lead with a bas¬ 
ket from Goodwin only 
to have Lee made two 
straight three point plays 
to take the lead by a 
point. Lee led by four 
points and Powell's Kyle 
Lacy made a basket with 
2:01 to play to bring the 
game to two points. 

After a Lee basket, the 
Pirates had the ball with 
less than a minute to 
play. Marcum hit a three 
pointer from the top of 
the key with 42 seconds 
to play to tie the game at 
68 - 68. Lee would hold 
the ball for the final shot. 
The Bobcats worked the 
ball for an easy inside 
shot that bounced off the 
rim and the game went 
to overtime. 

Powell took a quick 
lead with baskets from 
Lacy and Goodwin. The 
teams traded baskets 
with Powell leading by 
two. Lee County hit a 
layup with 25 seconds to 
play to tie the game at 
74 - 74. 

Powell had the ball and 
called a timeout. With 


five seconds to go the 
Pirates threw the ball 
out of bounds. Lee got 
another shot in the lane 
to win but once again the 
ball bounced off the rim 
and the game went to 
double overtime. 

The teams traded bas¬ 
kets to start the double 
overtime period. Lee took 
a four point advantage 
as the Pirates began to 
foul out of the game. Lee 
extended their lead with 
free throws and Powell 
struggled to put the ball 
in the basket. Lee domi¬ 
nated the double over¬ 
time period and won 
the game 83 - 79 on the 
Pirates' home floor. 

Goodwin led the Pirates 
in scoring with 22 points. 
Marcum and Mullins 
added 11 points each for 
the Pirates. Lacy chipped 
in 10 points off the bench 
for the Pirates. 

The Pirates traveled to 
Estill County this past 
Friday night to take on 
the Engineers in anoth¬ 
er district contest. Estill 
came out hot hitting four 
three pointers in the first 
period to just one for the 
Pirates. Estill led 18 - 9 
after one quarter. 

Powell came out more 
aggressive on defense in 
the second quarter forc¬ 
ing the Engineers farther 
away from the baskets. 
Brett Goodwin added 
some spark on offense for 
the Pirates as Powell cut 
the lead at halftime to 
24 - 21. 

Estill began to work the 
ball inside in the third 
quarter and the Pirates 
went cold from the floor. 


Estill extended their lead 
to 36 - 29 after three 
quarters. Estill seemed 
to have the game in con¬ 
trol leading by 10 points 
with 1:58 to play. 

Trey Marcum hit a 
three pointer and got 
a steal for the Pirates. 
Austin Mullins hit a 
three and suddenly the 
game was within four 
points. Estill made two 
free throws and Powell 
had the ball. Kyle Lacy 
made another three for 
the Pirates. Estill went 
to the free throw line 
for two shots but missed 
both with less than ten 


seconds to play. 

Caleb McCoy brought 
the ball down the floor 
for the Pirates. Estill 
guarded well on defense 
and McCoy was forced to 
take a long three point 
shot at the buzzer that 
missed. The Pirates lost 
another close game, 54 - 
51 to Estill. Bret Goodwin 
scored 15 points and Trey 
Marcum added 14 points 
to lead the Pirates. 

Last Saturday was a 
different story for the 
Pirates as they traveled 
to play Southwestern in 
Somerset. Powell was 
never really in the game 


and Southwestern cruised 
to an 86 - 48 victory over 
the Pirates.

The Pirates record 
stands at 2 - 7 overall 
and 0 - 3 in district play. 
Powell was scheduled to 
play Berea at home this 
past Tuesday.

That placed Powell 
playing Garrard County 
in the fifth place game 
on Sunday. It was a game 
that turned into a classic.
